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SHIPPING AND THE WORKMAN’S 
COMPENSATION ACT. 


A LEGAL CORKESPONDENT OF THE Times 
WRITES :— 
— 

Tho Workran’s Compengation Act of last 
Scanion and ita offect upon tle bouseholder, 
the tradeaman, nnd the business world in 
general bas been o good deal diccussod of 
late, but little prominence has been given to 
ite connexion with the shipping industry and 
all who are interested in shipa and scamen. 
Probably the’ extremo importance and far- 
reaching nature of the Act has scércely yot 
bean appreciated by those that go down to 
tha goa in ships and those who employ them. 

WORKMAN EMPLOYED ABROAD. 

Apart from its special provisions with regard 
to ships and their orewa the Act applies in 
general to employment on bonrd ship just os 
wach as to employment of any other dosoription, 
and here. as in the case of other employments 
the Act. does not lay down any limits within 
which an accident must take place in order to 
give rise to. claim: for compensation, The 
opening words of the Act are perfectly general 
— Tf in any employment: personal injury by 
accident arising out’of snd in the course of 
thy employment is caused to workman, hie 
omployer shall be lable to pay companration,” 
Unless the Courts can introduce some limitation 
based on general principles, there iy nothing to 
limit thy oparation of the Act to employment 
in the Usited Kingilom, and te do so would 
involve ‘enrioux resnits. It can barilly be 
supposed that the Logislatnre intended that 
an Englishman tebiog bis valet with him 
tu Pariy shoul be liable or not for the 
resull oof oan accident to his valet 
necarding ax ts, whother the accident took 
place within or without (he threeanile limit 
formings tha boundary of torrifueial jurisdiction.
